W HILE ilie country waits to a to whnt 
Congres* Is goini^ to do with K^^v- 
ernnient-owiifd Munde Shonli, Ihu 
power battle ahifts to New York SUti\ 
where ihe issue is drawn between Btalu 
ownership and private exploUatlorb 
Quite dramatically, thiH {particular skir- 
niisli ia being fought out between Governor 
A I Smith a»d Streretory Andrew Mellon. 
The sole applicant for an importani power 
site on the St. Lawrence* control led by the 
State* is the Louisville Power Corporation, 
a creature of the Aluminum Company of 
America, the Mellon trust under fire by 
ConBresa, Governor Smith hnN diriM'tly at- 
tacked the application of the Mellon sub- 
sidiary on tho grotinds that It hrm only 
$20,000 capitalization, and is not capable of 
developing the fiOO^OOfi horsepower project, 
Down in PiitHbureh In February, the 
Federal Trade Commission learned from 
George R, Gibbons, vice president of the 
Aluminum Company* that the Mellon mo- 
nopoly owns and controls the St, Litwrenco 
River Power Company and the St, Lnwrunco 
Valley Power Company, 

Moreover it w-us reveRled that the Alumi- 
num Company owns and controU the Knox- 
ville Power Company, a Tennessee corporo- 
tlom 

Smith Wants State Ownership

mits to these big corporations for the do- 
VidopTnent of valuable water power 

which* to con serve the rights of the people* 
should be devtdriped under state control**' 
declared Governor Smith* injecting Into the 
nation- wide power fight a new voice and 
a nevr issue, that of 
state ownership.

France and England have both started 
upon giant power programs, Stanley Bald- 
win, Premier of England, in a recent speech 
at Birmingham declared* "every house* 
holder should be enabled to get cheap elec- 
tricity," Mr, Baldwin has a definite plan 
for geUl^ig cheap electricity for every 
householder. tender ^ his plnn, a central 
hoard of management will have power to 
compel every Bmnll power interest to enter 
a huge combine. The more than riflfl gen- 
erating Btationa now operating are to be 
merged in flO powerful stations* 

* According to present plans the board will 
iourdiiitite all staiions now In existence 
and build new stations wherever they are 
needed. Municipalities and private com- 
panies whose stations are too small to be 
efficient will find it poeBiblo to doxo them 
down find get their full electrical require- 
mcntH from the board of management at a 
rate below the cost of running their own 
plenti. The larger and more efilHen* planta 
will be operated by their preaent owners 
and under ihe board* but their current will 
be available to all.

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Lifeless Machines 


T O th* <if lilm who looku Into the 
fattir« of thlf mechoniud ora oomo 
strange And gigmntic images; oveti the 
sober oconomtst staggorfl under the billion- 
ing ioUlSt the tromendous implienttons. 
The world ia moving faiter, along with the 
speeding wheels of Iti^ indusirial chariot: 
whether the result is to he good or evil 
will depend* It seemi, on whether the ma* 
chines rule the people or people rule 
inaehinet* 

*'Under mnny eonditionSp modern electri- 
eml maehinery ran he started* stopped* and 
kept under complete control with no human 
being preflcnt^thus releasing men for more 
Importflnt work/* This stotenieut Is taken 
from a recent advertUomont of the Gunerul 
Electric Company. 

But— whftt more Important work? Amer- 
ica is in a fair way to become over pro- 
duced. Look at agriculture — the miilillc 
went has produced so much corti* the south 
has grown so much cotton* that both must 
he sold at a price below the cost of pro- 
duction* What farmers arc now demanding 
is government control to take care of the 
surplus — sell It abroad* get Hd of it in some 
w'ay* to step up the price of agricultural 
products. 

From Illinois comes the word that despite 
the afithraclte strike and the winter seasotf* 
hardly more than half the fKI,0CH) miner* 
of the United Mine Workers are at work- 
Introduction of machinery has driven out 
25*000 to 45*000 miners from their former 
lobs* 

Danger of Over-Production 
And In the factories, It is said, full speed 
production would soon be turning out more 
goods than the world could use. 

Over-production* with its accompanying 
unemployment* It not the only danger the 
workers must face— even thti employers are 
beginning to realise that the delicate eco- 
nomic bain nee must be maintained, that 
workers are also consumers and tin con- 
sumers they must receive n steady and 
generous wnge flow of money with which 
to buy the goods they help to produce. 

And Fllhelberl Stewart, culled the Du- 
parlment of Labor’^ chief fact hunter. In 
confident that men thrown out of indus- 
trial joHs by nutomntic machinery will 
eventually 1m? absorbed back into industry, 
and at better wages. Hii contention is 
this! 

^"When machinery it Introduced It so 
rheapeiin the coat of production that most 
of the original labor force are evuntuaily 
re-emp!oyed to furnish the greater amount 
of the commodity consumed. And. besides, 
these taborera art emptoyeil at wages so 
much better that their wants are Iticreasud 
and every other induatry feels the advan- 
tage.” Of course the kernel of the whole 
argument it the Increase in wants and con- 
sumptioji of goods which naturnlly goes 
along with the increase in wages. 

What may provi* of graver danger if the 
effect of machine production on the body 
and mind of the worker who is reduced to 
a mere cog in the machinery. 

It is true that the conveniences ond com* 
forts of living have incruasod greatly since 
the time of our grandfathers. Outwardly, 
we are pretty well equippod to enjoy our 
Leisure hours. 

Hut— our grandfather enjoyed hii Job. 
Ho lived in his working hours. Whether 
he was a farmer, shopkeeper, or worked at 
a skilled trade, there was variety in his 
Job*^ — little daily problems he could work 
out to his own satisfaction, stimulating

Though Electrical Workers 
have never put themselves in the 
position of opposing the advance 
of machinery, and the inventive 
arts, still they are not blind to 
the effect of machines on human 
lives. Here is an article that re- 
vives this important question* 


chfltigea in tho daily routine* That is why 
grandfather could work ten hours a day 
or more, and thrive on it. 

How can a man find enjoy merit in a Job 
that niakeii him only on extension of n 
machine? What is there to inKplre him 
in the grinding repetition of the same small 
Operation? 

The newspapers bring us the story of a 
man whose greatest interest in life was 
fifteen little red snails. He worked In a 
factory. It was a dreary grind. He «aitl 
that during working hours he threw him- 
self into a sort of a trance until it was 
time to wake up* come to life* and go home 
to the thrilling adventure of watching his 
snails. 

iazz Breaita Machine Routine 

**Jasz mania*” the letting down of morals 
which is giving so much concern to min- 
isters and social workers, is just an effect 
of the mental strain of factory work, ac- 
cording to Eugene Brock, of Detroit, former 
grand lodge officer of the Machinists" Inter- 
national. Mr, Brock declares that it would 
be fortunate if factory workers could check 
their brains along with their coats nnd 
lunch boxes when entering the factory for 
their day *5 work, 

'"At least they would be relieved of the 
mental strain to which they are now sub- 
jected, and which* in my opinion nt least* 
results in the reaction which we sonrDllmes 
term ^jazzmania* or the generHl letting 
down of morals,” he says. 

An intcresyng and seemingly sound con- 
tention is advanced by Arthur Pound In 
his study* 'The Iron Man in Industry/' a 
study of the effect of machines on humans. 
He believes that mental defectives are best 
suited to the simple and monotonous kind 
of factory work because they are less sen- 
sitive to the galling burden of routine* 

“The more simple and mottoconoUi fac- 
tory* work became* the more advantageously 
the factory could use person? whose wits 
were neither keen enough nor elastic 
enough to master processes requiring skill 
and training,” says Mr. Pound. “To acquire 
a hand trade was beyond them; to use a 
simple machine judtciouily, beyond most 
of them. Automatic machineiy gives 
countless men and women of low mentality 
economic opportunity* at wages approxi- 
mately equal to those eamerJ by higher 
types working at like jobs. Indeed* auto- 
matization has now reached a point where 
individual capacities of workmen count for 
so little that large employers of talior And 
less keen minds cheaper than keen mind? 
in many berlha* becauae the less keen iplnd 
presents few*er labor complications to*" the 
boss* is more easily satisfled* feels labor- 
strain leas* and Is less trouble all around, 

“In other words* the intellectuol level of 
labor fixed by the Iron Man is such that a 
moron trained in habits of doing, regu- 
farSty, and obedience, is* for many practical 


ans — Who Wins 


purposes* more valuable to hi? boss for 
goorl«-produciioii than one higher in the 
mental scale. Having brought to the ma- 
chine less mental luggage of sorts not re- 
quired by the shop, his adjustment to the 
preaent needs of industry is simpler for 
both parties to the labor-bargain.” 

And since In his new economic security 
the menial defective I? in a position to 
morry and bring up a family, the supply 
of this sort of factory workers shows a 
distinct posilbiltty of increasing. Pound 
declares: 

“Since the low-grade man is always able 
to outbid and outbreed his betters* because 
content with a lower standard of living* 
the influence of automatic machinery and 
extreme division of labor is to drive higher 
mental types out of the shop and draw 
lower mental types into the shop.” 

Two of thrire brain physicians to whom 
Mr, Pound presented this problem* admit- 
ting that modern industrial conditions made 
for the Increase of subnormal types* fell 
back on the “servile class theory. Quot- 
ing again from “The Iron Man”: 

Predict? Slave Clasa 

“Briefly, that theory Is this: since most 
of the work to be done in the world is 
of a monotonous uninspiring sort* and 
more of it Is coming to be done under con- 
ditions whicti strain paitifiiily the average 
human of today, the development of a nu- 
merically large class of laborers, attuned 
to perform that labor with the least cost 
to themselves and society* is In the nature 
of an Inevitable e%'otution. Highly sonslblc, 
thought one; while the other had his 
doubts. He considered it likely that the 
prnietafint* after being leveled and debased 
by the Iron Man, might undertake to do 
so much leveling on its own account that 
civilisation would be Impossible.” 

A similar development Is dramatically 
prettented by Karel Knpek in “R, V. R.*“ u 
pluy which ettracted unusual Interest when 
it was prewentud by the Thcatur Guild in 
1022. This shows a fnntaatic picture of urti- 
Ada] men, called Robots, being turned out by 
the thousand from a fnctciry amt sold to 
supply cheaply the labor needs of the world. 
Being deiigned for the one practical pur- 
pose of efficiency* they had no souls and 
could not feci happiness* sorrow or pain. 

Kveniually, mankind was being super- 
seded by the Robots.

You might almost 
think that nature was offended at the 
manufacture of Robots. All the universi- 
ties are sending in long petitions to resirtet 
their production. Otherwise* they say, 
mankind will become extinct through lack 
of fertility. But the R. U. R, shareholders, 
of course, won't hear of It, All the gov- 
ernments, on the other hand* are clamor- 
ing for an IncrenBe in production* to raise 
the standards of their armies. And all the 
manufacturers In the world are ordering 
Rolioia like mad.”

I s there a movement^ quietly 

headway, for the repeal of the unrati- 
fied federal child labor amendments 
Rumor in Washington says that there is, 
led by the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, whose preBident, John E. Eger- 
ton, and chief lobbyist, James A, Emery, 
are actively on the job. 

Blit, the average observer might say, 
why repeal the amendment? The legisla- 
tures of 2a states were induced, in a power- 
ful campaign of misrepresentation, to re- 
ject the amendment, which would have 
given Congress power to co-operate with 
the states in the control of child labor. 
However, the understanding is that the 
legislatures may reconsider their notion, 
and there is no time limit set for the 
ratification of the proposed amendment. 
Therefore it should not be surprising that 
the Manufacturers Association should wish 
it wiped out entirely, so that there should 
be no possibility of federal interference 
in the child-exploiting mills of the South, 
to which the textile manufactories of 
New England are gradually being moved. 

And the Manufacturers Association rep- 
resents a certain class of employers who 
are fighting tooth and nail against trade 
unions, protective legislation, or any other 
means workers may use to improve their 
wages and conditions of labor. 

Asks for State Roll Call 

Perhaps the entering wedge in their quiet 
campaign to have the child labor amendment 
declared officially dead was the resolution 
passed by the Bouse of Representatives re- 
cently. The author of the resolution was 
Representative Garrett of Tennessee who 
admitted that he was opposed to the amend- 
ment, when questioned by Representative 
Huddleston. The resolution is as follows; 

''Resolved, That the Secretary of State 
be directed to transmit to the House of 
Representatives a statement showing w'hat 
states have through their respective legis- 
latures, as certified to his office, taken 
action upon the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States aulhoris:- 
ing the regulation of the labor of persons 
under eighteen years of age by the Con- 
gress, and ivhat such action has been, giv- 
i!Sg in each instance, where available, the 
votes in the several legislatures that have 
acted.” 

In the debate it was pointed out that 
legislatures could not kill an amendment 
by unfavorable action, and that reconsidera- 
tion was possible at any time. 

Representative Huddleston of Alabama ha.s 
introduced a bill to prohibit interstate traf- 
fic in unlabeled products of child and 
prison labor. This measure would compel 
the branding or marking of all merchandise 
made in whole or in part by the labor of 
prisoners entering Into interstate commerce 
^'prison made” while the label or brand 
*‘made by child labor” would have to be at- 
tached to the products of children under 
sixteen years of age. While there does not 
seem to be much possibility of this bill be- 
ing pa-ised, it will be interesting to watch 
the vote on it. Every union man should 
check up on the representative from his 
district when this bill comes to vote. 

Mr. Egerton, who is himself a prominent 
Tennessee cotton mill operator, got into 
quite a little hot water w^hen he addressed 
the Women’s Industrial Conference held in 
tVashington in January. Some of his state- 
ments aroused a storm of protest from the

women delegates, who represented 150 of 
the largest women's organizations in the 
country, many of them conservative social 
dubs. There was a united demand to 
‘"bring Mr. Egerton back to answer our 
questions!” Unfortunately Mr. Egerton had 
to leave at the conclusion of his address, 
and he did not return. 

Propaganda Preely Circulates 

Some of the assertions that roused the 
ire of the delegates are worth mentioning, 
for they are representative of the sort of 
propaganda that is atiil being disseminated 
by anti-union employers. 

Interests of women and children in in- 
dustry are perfectly safe, according to Mr. 
Egerton of the Manufacturers Association, 
in the tender care of employers. 

Women workers w-ant equal opportunities 
with men — protecti've legislation is a 
*degifilative poultice” — women workers do 
not want wage or hour laws enacted for 
their protection, he saya. 

‘The tragedy is," declared .Mr. Egerton, 
"that innocent Americans are made to be- 
lieve that they are crusaders for defense- 
less women and innocent childhood.” 

And it’s all part of a "diabolical w^ork of 
destroying our constitution and free govern- 
ment,” by red Russia, through American 
women's organizations! At least that is 
what Mr. Egerton contends. 

Some of the questions which the women 
declared they would like to ask Mr. Egerton 
might have proved decidedly embarrassing 
to that gentleman if he had remained to 
answer them, since they involved the hours 
of work and the wages of women employed 
in hifi own mills in Tennessee, .^s an ex- 
ample of the benevolent attitude of the em- 
ployer. he had mentioned the prayer meet- 
ings of employees which were held in his 
plant each morning. Melinda Scott, mill- 
inery worker and delegate from the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, ironically in- 
quired, 

"Was that time paid for by the cm- 
X>ioyer, or was it taken out of the workers’ 
time?” 

"I'd like to know what hours women are 
working in Mr. Egerton'a mill," remarked 
Sarah Conboy* secretary of the United 
Textile Workers, "f know what conditiona 
aro in Tennessee, We could organize the 
workers in his mill, but the next day every 
one of them would be out in the street — 
and what is more, they’d be blacklisted so 
that they couldn't find a Job in any mill 
in the South." 

A. F. of L. Opposes Child Exploiters 

Frank Morrison, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who spoke follow- 
ing Mr. Egertou’s address, declared: 

"I am not surprised to hear Mr, Egerton 
oppose any legislation of help to women 
and children. Employers want no interfer- 
ence that would prevent exploitation.” He 
declared that women wage earners had no 
real recourse except organization, to secure 
a living wage, and said that the American 
Federation of Labor encouraged women to 
organize. The A. F. of L. has also taken 
an official position in favor of protective 
legislation for women and children. 

James O’Connell, president of the metal 
trades department of the A. F. of L., also 
stressed the necessity of organization for 
women in industry, and trades union dele-

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Secretary Talks Over Some Important Matters 


1. CONTINI^OUS STANDLVG 

T his is publii^hed on account of the 
fact that many members^ believing 
that regardless of when they pay 
their dues, so long as the money is accepted, 
their standing is maintained. The constitu- 
tion holds every member responsible for his 
own standing. He is not entitled to any ar- 
rearage notice. He is supposed to pay his 
does monthly or quarterly in advance in ac- 
cordance with the rules of his local union. 
If he allows his dues to go unpaid for three 
months — for example; pays January in 
April — ^he loses bis continuous standing 
and no one can restore it to him so far as 
his membership in the Brotherhood is con- 
cerned, !f he chooses, he may endeavor to 
eliminate that arrearage in his membership 
in the Benefit AsBociation by complying 
with By-Law IV of that Association, but 
that would affect only his standing so far as 
his insurance is concerned* 

To protect his standing a member should 
pay his dues to the properly elected 
Bnancial officer of the local and obtain 
an official receipt immediately from the 
triplicate receipt book for payment made. 
Temporary receipts are not recognized. The 
standing of members are computed in ac^ 
cordance with the official triplicate receipts. 
If a member makes his payment to other 
than the proper officer and the payment is 
not turned over to the proper officer in 
time, the member himself is responsible for 
the arrearage. A member %vho cannot get 
in touch with the proper hnancial officer 
should mail remittance by check or by 
money order by registered mail, obtaining 
a return receipt. In that case, he would 
have the cancelled check, the money order 
receipt, or the registered receipt as proof of 
payment in the event he Is placed In arrears 
in some way or other* The date on the 
check accepted for payment, and put 
through bank for collection, or money order 
receipt, or registered receipt would be ac- 
cepted as date of payment, Payment should 
be sent so that it wtO be received by the 
proper officer of the local before the ex- 
piration of the three months^ time limit* 
The following is a decision in a suit by 
the father of one of our late members, 
claiming benefits because the local accepted 
his son’s dues* He set up the defense that 
so long as they accepted dues, it reinstated 
him regardless of the provision of the lavr. 
After reading the decision, you will note 
the court upheld that the constitution is a 
contract between the members and the or- 
ganization. Therefore, a member who al- 
lows a three months* arrearage to occur in 
his standing is not entitled to benefits until 
he has established twelve months continu- 
ous standing:

in this case as against the Brotherhoodj and 
it becomes my duty to direct the' clerk 
to take your verdict in this case of no cause 
of action.

U- BONDS OF OFFICERS 

Local union presidents should see that 
the trustees audit the books of the finan- 
cial secretary and treasurer each quarter 
and report the results of their audit to 
the local* In the event of a shortage in 
the accounts of either, as soon as found, 
it must be reported to this office, so that 
we in turn may report it to the b*onding 
company and our report will be in ihe 
bonding com.pnny*s hands before the ex- 
piration of ten days from the date the 
shortage was discovered. 

To properly protect the local with its 
bond, a member to hold the position of 
financial secretary or treasurer should 
Imve twenty-four months’ continuous 
standing if the local ia in existence that 
long; if it isn’t he should be a charter 
member. Otherwise, in the event of a 
shortage* the bonding company may claim 
they are relieved from liabilsty for non- 
compliance with the law. 

The presidents of all local unions should, 
therefore, see that this portion of the con- 
stitution is strictly carried out. 

HI* PAYMENT OF BEN^EFITS FROM THE 
BENEFIT association 

Our records show that a great many 
members have named their EST.ATE as 
their beneficiary. This is contrary to the 
laws of the association, which provide, in 
accordance with the laws of the District 
of Columbia, under which we are incorpo- 
rated, that the beneficiaries of members 
shall be blood relatives, .affianced wife, or 
dependents upon the members. Therefore 
the members should name their beneficia- 
ries* Some refuse to do so. Those who re- 
fuse to name a beneficiary and those w*ho 
name their ESTATE are only causing 
trouble and expense to those they leave be- 
hind them, as the matter must then go to 
court to determine w'ho are the legal heirs 
and how the money should be distributed. 
This means lawyer fees and long delay* 
Therefore, the members should co-operate 
with us by giving us the proper information 
and notify us who iheir beneficiary is to be 
at their death. 


IV* NEW FINANCl.lL SECRETARIES’ 
LEDGERS 

Starting with March, we will issue a new 
ledger for ffnandal aecretaries, which will 
make the work of the secretaries easier. 
There will be three sizes of ledgers: The 
small size will take care of local unions 
of one hundred members or less; the next 
size, local unions of two hundred members 
or less, and the next size will take care of 
local unions of four hundred members or 
less. These ledgers will take care of the 
above membership for a period of three 
years. Space is allotted for record of mem- 
ber’s name, address, attendance, traveling 
cards, payments, and numbers of official 
receipts issued for payment. This will 
facilitate the work of the trustees. On ac- 
count of the many pages in the largest led- 
ger this is extra heavily bound. 

Y. AGREEMENTS 

I desire to call the attention of the local 
unions to .Article XIV. Section 5, so that 
proper notation will be made in their new 
agreements to comply vrith that section of 
the iaw, thereby avoiding any complication 
if they should have an employer with a 
signed agreement violating the laws of an- 
other local onion of the Brotherhood. 

VI. TRAVELING CARDS 

The constitution provides for traveling 
card privileges for journeymen members* 
It does not apply to helpers or apprentices. 
This is published on account of helpers and 
apprentices receiving traveling cards from 
local unions and then other locals refusing 
to accept them. 

VH. OFFICIAL RECE1PT3 

The attention of the members is called to 
the necessity of guarding official receipts 
issued them for payments for the reason 
that there is someone following the prac- 
tice of picking up receipts and selling them 
in the various cities* A recent incident of 
this was of a person in Cleveland who sold 
to a non-union electrical worker in Cleve- 
land a receipt originally issued by Local 
No* 17 in 1923, for $12*50 as payment in 
full for initiation fee to Local No* 38* Fol- 
lowing that* we were advised from Balti- 
more that someone sold a non-union electri- 
cal worker a receipt originally issued by 
Local No. 38 in 1915, in payment of initia- 
tion fee to Local No* 28* Wc were then 
advised by Pittsburgh that someone sold a 
receipt originaliy issued in V916 by Local 
No* 4 of New Orleans to a non-union shoe- 
maker in Pittsburgh, Pa., as initiation fee 
to the Shoemakers’ Union* 

Persons found with receipts of other 
members to which they are not entitled 
should be reported to the local union offi- 
cers so that proper action can be taken to 
protect the interests and reputation of the 
organization. 

Anyone caught selling receipts is liable 
to prosecution for fraud and accepting 
money under false pretenses, and if caught 
will be prosecuted regardless of who they 
may be.

AVOID EXPLOITERS— ANOTHER TIP 

ON HOW TO SAVE YOURSELF GRIEF 


The entry of organised labor itUo the 
hanking and inauratice fields haa attracted 
the wide attention and aroused the cupidity 
of uuscrupuloua promotcra and exploiters, 
and labor organiaatfotifl are now be»ieged by 
such gentlemen aeeking to promote all man- 
ner of hanking, investment, financial, and 
inaurancre schemes, and allegod eo-opcratlvo 
undertakings in general* They paint won- 
derful word pictures of how their particu- 
lar pet scheme will enrich the union, en- 
Imnce Its prestige, and increase its power 
nnd influence. 

The lavorito praetleo is to lute rest a 
numbor of labor representatives who have 
earned through aervica rendered, enviable 
reputations and w-ho enjoy the respect and 
confidence of organised labor. The sup- 
imrt of such men is needed to give color 
and influence to the scheme. Fortunately, 
and it is o compliment to their integrity 
and good judgment, very few real repro 
tentative labor officials lend their names 
tg queslionable promotions. However, there 
are insiancea where, through the grossest 
sort nf misrepreKcnlal ion. some have beon 
deceived, and the membership of their re- 
spective organizations in turn victimized* 
Such inddents have been largely confined to 
promotions more of a local or community 
character. Encouraged by such success* 
the promoters have for some time oast en- 
deavored to expand their activities and 


have their exploitation cover an entire in- 
ternational or group of international 
unions. 

Should you be approached by some self- 
appointed promoter of the “co-operative 
welfare^* of workers, listen to him if your 
lime is not valuable, drink to the last drop 
his story if you like the sound of his voice, 
but for your own interest and the interest 
of those you have the honor to represent, 
don’t “go [n“ without making most careful 
investigation. Start your investigatiDn by 
inquiring how much the promotion expense 
is to he. If it is more than leu per ct;iit 
you can set it down as almost infallibly cer- 
tain the proposition is apeculativo and in 
the hands of unacrupuious promoters. So 
have nothing to do with it. 

Any institution requiring a larger promo- 
tion expense than ten per cent is being 
robbed to start with. Keep out of U. And, 
too, organized labor can cstabHah its vari- 
ous huainess enterprises without the help 
of , exploiters* Not to do is an indictment 
of labor’s ability to manage the wealth it 
originally creates* 

Any enterprise organized labor desires 
to establish can be brought into being, and 
the expense limited to necessarj' printing, 
postage, and legal services. Where ex- 
penses are not so limited, greed, selfish- 
ness, and exploitation are in on the ground 
floor and labor gains by keeping out. 


UNION CO-OPERATIVE INSURANCE 

ASSOCIATION FAYS FIRST DEATH LOSS 


III December last, York Local 283 of the 
International Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employees and Moving Bictirre Machine 
Operator*, of York, rennaylvania, decided 
tj take a group life inaurance policy, giving 
11*000 death benefit to each member in 
good standing. 

In ,Ianuary, 1D26, the policy was issued 
by the Union Co-operative Insurance Asso- 
ciation, the Company eslablUhed by the 
Elfviilcal Workers, and in Pohruiiry* 3926, 
when the policy had been in force only one 
month, one of the members died suddenly 
one morning on hie way to work. 

Within hours after the first notice of 


death was received by the company, the 
check for $1,000 was in the widow’s hands* 

The widow was left with five children 
under the age of 16 years, and with very 
little property with which to support her- 
self and the children, bo that the very 
grt-iii service this one thousand dollars will 
render to her at this time can hardly be 
estimated. 

Needless to say, the Stage Employees of 
York are firmly convinced that group life 
insurance is an inv'alnahle protection and 
a very desirable asset to the organization, 
as well as a very great help to the widows 
ond orphans of memhers.

old-line legal reserve /life Insurance company could render 
organised labor, several other international unions now have 
in the formative stage a similar institution to our Union Co-op- 
erative Insurance Association, This shows that our original 
idea was sound and that Itfe insurance ts recognized as a rnuch- 
needed protection for workers and their families. 

The American Federation of Labor, almost immediately 
following the organization in 1924 by the Electrical Workers 
of the L’^nion Co-operative Insurance Association, endorsed 
the idea by convention action. This gave recognition to the 
value of the new idea and function that Electrical AVorkers 
gave to organized labor, and affiliated unions were thus en- 
couraged to follow the trail we blazed and to forni similar 
companies. 

The company now being formed by some of the other 
unions is to be known as the Union Labor Life Insurance 
Company. Its president is Matthew Woll. president of the 
Photo Engravers* International Union* and the secretary is 
George Perkins, president of the Cigarmakers* Union. These 
men arc well and favorably known in labor circles and they 
possess the ahilin" that should assure the company’s future.

Argument employers to pay poor u’orkfnen the same wages 
as good w^orkmen/* It’s an old cry — and it 
must he answered over and over. 

To begin with, it*s not true. This union never forces 
an employer to pay a poor u^orkman as much as a good one. 
AVc agree upon a minimum rate. It is not left solely to the 
whim of the boss — for too many cannot resist the temptation 
to cut and slash at will* 

The minimum wage rate stabilizes thinp and puts our 
employers on an equal competitive labor basis* If a man 
isn’t worth this minimum wage no employer has to hire him. 
But if the man is a superior %vorkman the boss may pay him 
as much ns he pleases* There is no limit. 


It requires just as much food, clothing and shelter for the 
average worker to exist as it does for the speedier and more 
skilled. And we oppose any plan where the pace and wage 
arc set by the speediest, most skilled man. 

A uniform rate of pay exists in the Army, Navy and Gov- 
ernment offices and other institutions* in which snobs and 
misfits and incompetents have been able to get the maximum 
pay — as Wil I i*im Trant points out in his Histon^ of Trade 
Unions. But the minimum union rate is quite another thing*

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Electrons Rush Across Space To

W HILE nnd<mbE^dlF e:rperieace 

with eiectiicitT in the form ol 
iightning anteilateb his acqu^nl- 
ance with another fiindaraentai phytit^al 
phenomenon, in&gnetisBi, it is ihfc 
iation of the two that has made eleetri- 
city the ^r\’ant of mankind. The discharge 
or transfer of one group of electrons from 
doud to doad frotn cloud to earth af 
first aeemed to be a separate and xifstinct 
manifestatien of naiare and whoH\ an- 
related tf! the property of a oiag^netk needle 
discovered bv the i 'hinese at the be^rjnsiig^ 
of the ^eto7id i entnrv- of the Chrietrjan era_ 
The property of attracting iron was first 



found to be possessed by certain specimens 
of iron ore which is abundant in the 
province of Magnesia in Thessaly, hence 
the uhnie magnet. Some writers claim 
that the haine magnet is derived from 
ihe name a Greek shepherd, MagneSt 
who, when herding sheep o!s Mount 
Ida, observed the attraction of a large 
stone for his iron crook. All of which is 
histrionically interesting but of no practical 
imporianee The first practical use of a 
magntd wa« not biased on its property of 
attracting iron* but upon iis property of 
orientation. Thai upon its property of 
aasnming a fixed position with rt fen nee 
to the earth's meridian. 

Unknown tH.^iCoverer Deserves Honor 

Again while this property* of a compass is 
known today to almost every school - hi Id* 
the imponant r of this disct.very can not he 



exaggerated, Aitheugh his namE is lost in 
anliguity. the person who made the first 
compass extended miin^s raeutal and physi- 
cal horizon as much as Edison or any one of 
the other electrical geniuses. For by the 
aid of the compai=, navigation e.xtemk'd 
ftom the shores to the uncharled Seas, 
thereby the courage nua voyager was able to 
retrace his course if he ventured beyond 


the tmoWB roate=. It was the compass that 
emboldened Columbus to sail the unknown 
seas and thus enlarge the known world. 
And* kkewise* it was the erratic beha^or 
of this same compass that nearly brought 
disaster to his enterprise. 

When compass needles were first made, 
the only means of giving ihetn the proper- 
tier of attraction and orii^tatlon was to riib 
them with a lodesiohe nr natural magnet. 
If that were the only means available to- 
day. no eiectriral industry would cxisL 
The 70,000 Kilowatt generator w'ould not 
wen be dreamed of and radio would fae as 
unreal as oommunjeattOB with the dead. 

seventeen or more centuries mag- 
and electricity were two unrelated 
phenomena, StreoTna of electrons wen- ob- 
tained either by friction as in the fnetion 
machine, or by elect rostatic induction as 
in the induction machine* nr by elect ro- 
chemical process as in the many forms of 
ceils or batteries. fSome of the laws of the 
Row of electricity in conduciors were forntr 
ulated* but none of these means permitted 
the eletlrk’al conversion of energv^ on a 
commercial scale. 

Relation Between Forces Di-scuvered 

As early a? 1T87 George Sttnem Ohm form- 
ulated the law of the relation between the 
magnitude of an electromotive force, the 
m^nituiic of the resulting current and 
other pniperilea of the circuit* but il was 
not until 1831 that Michael Faraday di$cov- 
tred the relation between an electric cur- 
rent. — H stream of electrons — and magtsei- 
i^rn. He first discovered thai a stream of 
electrons when Rowung around a piece of 
iron magnetized it. This fact combined with 
tlie discovery of Oersted, that a curreiU 
carrying wife would deflect a magtietic 
needle, indicated that the itream of elec- 
trons produced a magnetic field around the 
w'ire, A truly epoch-making discovery. It is 
a poor rule that dees not work both ways, 
and hence, it did not take Faraday long 
t 4 » discover thai if the stream of eleetroiis 
in a wife produced a ma^eiic field, that 
surrounding the wire with, or plunging it 
into a magnetic fifld. would produce a 
stream of electrons in the wire if the cir- 
cuit were closed. Thus was made another 
forward ^ten in the utilizstion of tbe forces 
of nature, '*UtUr drops of water make 
the mighty mean” and little grains of fond 
iTiakt tile vast desert. Likewise, the corre- 
lation of many relatively smalt ideas makes 
a civilization. The electrons make the mag- 
net, the moving ?;f conductors across the 
magnetic field sets In motion other streams 
of eleeirom; which light the city, convey 
a message acrtise the water or carry 
passengers across the contTnent, The gi- 
gantic generator bad Its beginning in this 
today simple experiment, and all the econo- 
mic and social, and political problems asse- 
ciat*-il with public util files likewise are the 
products of streams of eleclrotis couriiing 
through wires from Niagara Fails to Buf- 
falo* N; Y,. and t.o Windsor* OntHno, anti 
from Keokukt lowa. to St^ Loub. Mo.* or 
from Muscle Shoals to Birmingham, Ala. 
Each of these streams, like innumerable 
other?:, present?^ peculiar problems. In some 
cases ii is a problem of utilization and 
again it is a prohleui of control. In 1870 at 
the Centennial Exposition a2a0 horse power 
generator and a 1*1)00 horBe power engine 
were mogul s; None larger could be built.

^^'ou can het your last dollar it is!'' ! 
replied, maybe a hit belligerently, hccauso 
Lota immediately wanted to know what 
there w^as to get mad about* 

"Union bread is on my mind, right now/' 
r said. “Goodness knows it's nice to be able 
to buy bakers' hrc&d„ but if the day ever 
comes wiien I'd have to take a rmn-union 
loaf. I'll get out the old bread mixer again 
and do my own baking/* 

“What rnakea you think that day will 
come?” Lola wanted to know. 

“Norw, Lola, you're a smart girl. You 
read the newspapers every day, and when 
something comes up that concerns your 
stenographers, you know all about it. WelL 
I*m a housewife, and the wife of a union 
man, and naturally 1 want to keep informed 
on the news that concerns me. And this 
Ward bakeri,^ merger is something that con- 
cerns me, and you, too, for that matter/' 
**0h, of course, I read something about 
Ut" Lola responded, "but I couldn'^t quite 
figure it out. It did strike me as a little 
queer how anxious Ward is to do something 
for the children and poor people. I noticed 
that the Senate is going to investigate him, 
hut I must admit that 1 didn't quite under- 
stand what the row is all about*” 

“I don't understand it all, either* but I'd 
like to, and what I make of It is thiai 
“William B. Ward founded the United 
Bakeries, which was the nucleus of the 
Continental Baking Gorpciration* which now 
operAtea 120 plants all over the country 
and does about one-tenth of all the naiion'a 
baking. Yet there are plenty of wage earn- 
ers right here In town who buy their bread 
from the Continentai* hut most of them 
don't know it, because it's sold under a 
fancy name. There are also the General 
BAking Corporation and the Ward Baking 
Company, concerned In the merger. 

“Now Ward has combined them all into 
the Ward Pood Producia Company, and they 
call It the “two-failHon dollar corporation/' 
Ward doesn't intend to stop with bread, 
either, be wants to control nil the materials 
used in making bread, from salt to fuel. 
Then, after Mr. Ward and his associates 
subtract a 7-pcr cent profit, a *tithe' of the 
rest of the profits are to be distributed to 
charity. Well, Lola, where this charity 
proposition is concerned. I must say that I'd 
rather make my own contributions to tho 
poor and needy* rather than let Mr. Ward do 
It for me, taking a |uicy profit out of my 
money as it goes through his philanthropic 
fingers/' 

“Where does the Ward Company stand 
with the union bakers?" Lola inquired. 

“That's something else that showa up 
ihelr kind and charitable hearts. Like 
some other paternallsUc employers. Mr. 
Ward would rather give money away ^ keep- 
ing a large share for himself, of course) 
than recognize the right of bis employees 
to organise and to ask a living wage. The

“Why don't we call up our news- 
papers and see if we can't get them to run 
a story like that so everyone in town will 
know, at least, whose bread they are 
eati ng?” 

“All right, IhnTs one thing we can do, 
at least. The Ward Company is new's now, 
when the govi^mmcnt has brought suit 
against them under the Sherman anti -trust 
law. in Boltimore, We’ll if we can’t 
get the papers to publish the names of 
the union bakeries, too, just for the benefit 
of those who don't already knoxv them."

Feople say that there is probably no 
woman in this country today more generally 
loved, trusted, and respected than ihc is. 

Just id years old when iiha left her home 
in Sweden to come to America, her first 
year in “the promised land” was spent in 
domestic service, in Ludington, Mich. She 
could not speak a word of English* and in 
her kUchen she studied the newspapers In 
every spare moment, teaching herself the 
new tongue with dogged determination, 
piecing out w^ord by word. 

When* with her sisters, she moved to a 
suburb of Chicago. Miss Anderson became 
u factory worker. She spent IS years as an 
operator of shoe machinery. Everyone who 
meets Miss Anderson m impressed by her 
dynamic energ>'; and this energy was now 
turned into the liberal movement with the 
result that she was eventually selected for 
a national organizer for the Women's Trade 
Umou League. Later she was called to fill 
a vacancy on the executive board of the 
National Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union.

LOVELY WITH SPRING FLOWERS 


Do you know how easily and inexpensively 
a spring party (or call it a hridge-luneheon 
if you care to) can be given 7 Here is one 
described by one who knows, for wives of 
electrical workers 

Fresh flowers should decorate the tables 
at your spring bridge-luncheon or party, 
and if you choose jonquils or pale yellow 
tulips you may arrange your whole menu 
in harmonizing shades of cream, yellow and 
green. 

A cream of chicken soup may form the 
first course« accompanied by crisp celery 
and wafers which have been spread with 
cream cheese and lightly browned in tho 
oven. 

This iogicany leads to a second course 
featuring chicken a la king or chicken pat- 
ties decorated with a thin ring of green 
pepper and a dash of paprika for color. 
Tiny green peas and parsley potatoes are 
.served with the chicken. 

A very pretty and dellctous salad is of 
grapefruit and pineapple,, in individual 
molds of gelatine tinted a pale green, topped 
with mayonnaise and a nunt-flavored green 
cherry. 

For a truly fascinating deBBcrt perhaps 
you wilt like this one that 1 admired ae a 
luncheon recently: 

Tiny earthen flower pot^ (can be pur- 
chased at the fi ve-and-ten) were lined with 
waxed paper and lulled with ice cream, which 


wa^ topped with chocolate sauce and a 
sprinkle of ground nuts. Into the ice cream 
wa.n lightly Inserted a cut flower nnd a bit 
of foliage, compieting the illusion of a 
blooming plant. For a simpler dessert you 
may prefer orange ice, A white eake with 
orange or lemon Si ling will tone in with 
the color scheme and make a pleasing aC'- 
companiment for the ice cream* 

The recipes given here are planned to 
serve eight persons; and may be increased 
in proportion, 

CHICKEX SOUP 

Six cups chicken stock (water in which 
chicken has been boiled), I tablespoon lean 
raw ham, finely chopped, 2 stalks celery, 
% teaspoon peppercorns, I sliced onion, 
yk bay leaf, 0 slices carrot, cut in cubes: 
1/3 cup hot boiled rice. Add seasonings to 
stock, hirat gradually to the boiling point; 
boil thirty minutes; strain and add rice. 

CmCKEN A LA KING 
One-and-one-half tablespoons chicken fat 
or butter, 1% tablespoons flour, ^ cup hoi 
chieken stock, ^4 cup scalded milk, *4 cup 
scalded cream, % teaspoon salt, Z table* 
Spoons butter, 114 cups cold boiled fowl, cut 
In pieces, % cup sauteeil sliced mushroom 
caps, % cup canned pimentos, cut in strips, 
yolk of J egg. Melt fat, add flour, and 
stir until well blended; then pour on gradu- 
ally, while Btlring constantly, stock, milk 


and cream. Bring to the boiling point and 
add salt, butter bit by bit, fowl, mushroom 
caps, and pimentOB, Again bring to the 
boiling point jind add egg yolk, slightly 
beaten. Saute the mushroom caps in butter 
five tninutes. Chicken a la King may be 
served in patty eheils or on triangles of 
toast. 

GItAFEFROT AND PI.NEAFrLE SALAD 

Two cups boiling water, cup sugar, 1 
cup pineapple juice, green fruit coloring. 
3 tablespoons lemon juice, 2 tablespoons 
granulated gelatine, 2 tablespoons cold 
water, I grapefruit, 8 slices canned pine* 
apple. Pour water over sugar and when 
sugar has dissolved, add gelatine soaked in 
cold water hv« minutes; then add juice 
drained from canned pineapple and lemon 
Juice and strain. When mixture begins to 
thicken, strain into individual molds. Add 
grapefruit pulp, separated from skin and 
broken into small pieces. Place a ring of 
pineapple at the top of each tnold. Chill 
thoroughly. 

LILY CAKE 

One-third cup butter, 1 cup sugar, H cup 
milk, 1\ cups flour, 2H leaspoons baking 
powder, whites 3 eggs, 1/3 teaspoon lemon 
extract, 2/3 teaspoon v^antlltt. Cream but* 
ter and add sugar gradually, iivhile beating 
conslantly; then add milk alternately with 
flour, mixed and sifted with baking uowder 
and salU Beat whites of eggs until stiff 
and add to mixture with flavoring. Turn 
into buttered layer cake pans and bake in 
a moderate oven.

By tmmersitig a coSK of rcfttatance wire 
In water ond meAsuring the number of watt 
(WjcQiidi required to raiic the temperature 
of a pound of water one degree, we eon de^ 
termitie the number of watt oeeondff of elec* 
trJcal etieriry which nre equivalent to one 
British thermal unit. It hoi been found that 
one British thermal unit equols 1|05R watt 
secondi. Accordingly k would tokc 1,055 
itecondi! for an ampere HowinK through a 
1-ohm coi: to raiae 1 pound of water one 
degree. Similarly, it would take but lO.firi 
seeonda for one ampere flowing through a 
100-ohm coH to raise I pound of water one 
degree.

We have 
considered the power units and the work 
unlta in common use in electrical, mcchuni* 
cal and heat measurementa,. It in well to 
take some time to get the relations among 
them firmly fixed in the mind- 

First, It must be clearly understood ivhieh 
are the power units and which are the work 
or energy units. 

The power units are:

Note that tn the case of electrical, me* 
chanical and heat power there are two unili 
each, one the small unit, the other the large 
unit. Since all are units of power, a quan- 
tity of power expressed in any one unit may 
be reduced to any of the other units of 
power. Thus, 5,0€0 watts may be expressed 
as a certain number of kilowatts, a certain 
number of foot pounds per minute, a certain 
number of horsepower, or ti certain number 
of B, U u, per second aa desired. It is 
merely necessary to have the heat and the 
mechanical equivalents of the electrical unit.

Note that there are two electrical, two me- 
chanical, and two hant units of work, a largo 
tinii a amaM one, Just as In the case of 
power units. 

A quantity ef energy expressed In any 
of these unita can be reduced to any of 
the other units of energy. Again it Is merely 
necessary to have the heat and mechanical 
cquivaienti of the electrical uniL 

It is not necessary to memorke the elec- 
trical, mechanical and heat units of both 
power and eneriry equivalents, if one work 
equivalent and one power equivalent are 
learned the rest can be derived as desired. 
The three most useful equivalents are:

There are no equivalents he- 
twetn power and energy. They are dilferent 
things and therefore cannot be reduced emo 
to the other. Thus, British thermal unlis 
which are work units cannot be reduced to 
nn equivalent number of watts or horsepower 
beesuse watts and horsepower sre units of 
power anil not of work. The greatest care 
if necessary not to confuse the work with 
the power units. Keep these clearly defined 
and no difficulty will be met In the change 
from one system of units to another. 

of Bloetrieal AppMuncci. Since 
all pieces of electrical opparstus have resist- 
ance, there must always bo some hnat gener- 
ated when a current Is sent through them. 
Unless the apparatus Is to he used for heat- 
ing purposes, this energy U wasted just aa 
the energy Is wasted which goes toward 
overcoming mechanical friction. Thus no 
electrical machine gives out all the power 
it receives. The percentage which it does 
give out is called Its cificienry. Accordingly 
a motor that gives out 9 kilowatts for every 
10 kilowatts It rei'eives is aaid to have an 
efficiency of BO per cent. If it gives out only 
b kilowatts for every 10 kilowatts ft receivos* 
it has an efficiency of only BO per cent. 

The power a machine receives is called the 
input- The power it glvos out is called the 
output. The efficiency may bo said to be tho 
ratio of the output to the input, or

the input, the fraction la always less

than unity, and is aiated as a percentoge, 
as 75 per cent, 90 per cent, etc. Another 
way of stating the same fact is; The effi- 
ciency of any device Is always less than 199 
per cent. Of course, the output and the in- 
put must always be stated in the same units. 
We cannot compare the Input of a motor in 
kilowatts with the output In horse power.

Is tranamitted from one place to another, 
some energy is always used in the transmis- 
sion line. In mechanical Iransmiasion of 
energy there la the pulley and belt friction, 
etc., to be overcome. In electrical transmis- 
aion, the resistance of the lead wires must be 
overcome. That method of transmisaion is 
most efficient which loses the smallest per* 
centage of energy in the line, Tho efficiency 
of trntiamission may be defined as that per- 
ccnlage which the useful output of tho line 
is of the toial input.

Editor: 

The correspondent of Local Union No, 79 
has sounded a timely note of warning con- 
cerning the practice of employing com* 
panies of letting out construction to so- 
called contractors* This method is increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds in this part of the 
counties much to the detriment of the 
Brotherhood. As conditions now stand 
with the Northeastern Power Corporation 
having a firm clutch on the power question 
in this part of the country, if this method 
ia pursued the locals have n bitter tight 
ahead* The matter is difficult to solve, ns 
ordinarily these contractors pay union 
wages* Another difficulty is that the fore- 
men of a majority of the gangs are Broth- 
erhood members, who are induced lb rough 
a fairly high compensation to oversee the 
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work* And you wUI aUo ftnd tHut ft largo 
hh^re of the linemen are card men. 

SOr although the employer does not have 
a written contraet with the local, or even 
a verbal eontract, atill In reality they are 
going ahead with Ihelr work and indirectly 
the workmen are receiving a union wage. 
Hut the fact remaini ihnt it muat coat 
the employing company more, figuring in 
the contractor’s percentage. That doca not 
seem like efndency» and efficiency is the 
slogan of the busineaa world today. We 
know that thia is simply another phase of 
the American Plan, which to date has not 
worked out BBtlRfaciorily with *’big busi- 
And I Hi Ink wlih co-operatlon amung 
ourselves we ran easily devise a plan to 
solve this condition. 

As a Buggcationi would it not be feasible 
for alt the locals whose members are em- 
ployed by one holding corporation, not only 
in one city, but through all the territory 
controlled by this corporation, to set a 
standard scale of wagei* so that if either 
the corporation Of these contractori do the 
work they must pay the union icale or be 
placed on the unfair list. What is to pre* 
vent a company that controls the power 
situation in a number of states to reduce 
the wage after all connections with sub- 
sidfary companies have been madeT 
Already In this locality, since the merger 
with the Northeastern Power Company, the 
weekly wage has been changed to two pay- 
ments per month. Note that this allows 
them to receive more Interest on their 
money and adds inconvenience to the work- 
men. There should he enacted a law that 
employees must be paid weekly. Let's hear 
what the other locals in the terAory of 
the holding corporulion iiainvil Ibltik about 
this matter. 

The local trolley eompany Is changing 
some circuits to conform to new installa- 
tions being made by the power company; 
running In some subway cable and chang- 
ing the feed distributing cables. The plans 
so far include the elimination of the Oris- 
kany sub-station and putting in a now sub- 
station at Rome, N. Y. This station, with 
the power company's station nt Whiteshoro. 
N. will take care of the interurhan line 
from Utica to Rome, also Rome CUy. Un- 
doubtedly the same schedule will be fol- 
lowed in the near future on the east inter- 
urban line running from Utica to Little 
Falls. However, these are but small Jobs 
and are being done by local trolley line- 
men. 

Hoping to tee more letters on this giant 
power question will dead-end.

The other 
plant which the city of Tacomn owns is at 
La Grande, and is fed from Mt. Tacoma 
by glaciors and snow, and has more water 
during the warm weather when the rain- 
fall ii poor, due to the melting snow caused 
by the hot weather. Cushman ia expected 
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to be good at thoso timoa of the year when 
La Grande ii low. Located in the foothllti 
of the Olympies, 46 miiei in a direct line 
from Taconna, hut over 7B by road, Cuih- 
man la an ideal aite for a power develop- 
menL A dam of the horeeahoe type 315 
feet high across a natural canyon will de- 
velop 46,000 horsepower in the first unit 
The water will bo used again lower down 
by a second unit developing 90,000 horse- 
power, Power is carried to Tacoma over 
two parallel Hnci of high tension towar 
construction at 110,000 volts. Grosses the 
narrows over the longest span in the world 
of like construction, over l!4 miles long. 
375 feet above level at high tide. Enters 
a new sub-station of the very latest design 
in the north end of our city. 

Tacoma owns the most up-to-date power 
plant in the country and has the lowest 
rates, and still made 11,000,000 in profits 
for the year just dosed. It is expected 
to outdo the previous record when the new 
plant begins to deUver, Instead of buying 
power from Seattle we can sell to them 
and shut down the steam plant, etc.

Editor: 

In the January WOHKErt 1 read with interest 
three letters on "Why I Am a Union Man,” 

I don’t think either of our Brothers have 
stated the reason why they are union men. 
What tliey have told us is how they became 
union men* 

I don't say this by way of getting into 
a discussion with them on the subject, but 
I feel that they have left something unsaid. 

Their letters led me into another train of 
thought involving another subject and 1 here- 
with propose to write a fevr lines on lU 

During one of those painfully depressing 
lulls which generally follow on the heels of 
regular business, sontcone propo*sed a discus- 
sion on the difference between card carricTS 
(who are never so numerous as when busi- 
ness is good! and trade unionists. Usually 
a question of this kind brings forth nothing 
but violent invective and vigorous satire 
which accomplishes nothing better than ruf- 
fled feelings, or the forming of cliques, work- 
ing against each group* 

Personally, with as little bias as a long 
disciplined trade unionist can have, I cannot 
help but sec that w^e are all brothers under 
our skins* Whatever difference there is can- 
not be other than one of degree in self dig- 
cipUne and acquaintance with traditions and 
customs; factors that require much more 
reckoning with than is usually given. 

Trade unionism on the North American 
Continent liaa grown up untrammeUed by 
these much more than is the case with 
European countries. It has no political tra- 
dition to influence its membership, nor has 
it any observable ambition to start one. I 
mean by this an understanding among ita 
membership, that there is much more to be 
gained for unionism than an insecure insur- 
ance of a job. Self-preservation is the un- 
derlying motive for much of our behavior; 
if anything this Instinct runs muerh wilder 
among card carriers as a whole than is the 
case with trade iintomsts of the old schoot 

The restraint upon the old school is the 
restraining influence of tradition and cus- 
tom imposed upon those who had to servo 
long apprenticeships. 

Trade unionism on the North American. 
Continent is not to be blamed for failing in 
restricting the number of apprentices! in all 
trades to the number of journeymen. The 
quick changes in industry during the last 2b 
years have made such an effort impossible* But 
on the other hand, it must be blamed for ita 
neglect to cultivate ways and means of hand- 
ling the new situation so that the vision of 
its memberghip extends beyond increases in 
wages, shortening of hours, or job insurance^ 
however desirable these are. 

If the vast majority of the people are fond- 
er of trying to get something for nothing 
than to work for something more substan- 
tial than an illusion then you cannot fail 
to have card carriers out of all proportion 
to self disciplined trade unionists. 

Time was when many trade unionists looked 
forward to Bhorter hours in order to lengthen, 
widen, and partake of the culture of the day. 
They never thought that the day of eight 
hours, or a forty- four hour week would find 
their children Holding the institution in con- 
tempt which made it possible* The blame Is 
upon the heads of the institution rather than 
upon the heads of i.ho children, for thoae 
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heads have no other aspiration in life other 
than to get aa much as they can for as lit- 
tle as possible, The trade uniftn movement 
today lacks cobeabn' — there ia too great a 
diversity of opinion among the various 
branches of our craft and a much greater 
diversity of opinion: among the various crafts. 
These are great obstacles to tho progroBS 
of the trade union movement. 

When we can get the rank and file of 
our members to understand that the or- 
ganization is theirs, that the offleers they 
elect are elected to carry out tho policy 
laid down by the membership, then prog^ 
ress witl have been made. 

It seems to me that there ii too great 
a tendency on the part of the membership 
of the local unions to took on their oflScers 
as the owners of the organization insteed 
of ita servants; so much is this so that there 
always seems to be an under current of 
hostility towards them. Now to my mind 
this is a decidedly unhealthy condition and 
we should got away from it with all pos- 
sible haste. We want the card carrier to be- 
come a trade unionist in the true sense of 
the word. We want to get behind the policy 
of our locals and to give our officers our 
utmost support in carrying out our policies. 
We should bend our efforts to building up 
locals strong in quality besides numbets; 
quality cornea before numerical strength 
with me. So, al) together boys, let us cease 
being card carriers^, job insurers; let us 
make the world our own. 

Local Union No. 213 ia at present mak- 
ing an effort along with the “Trades and 
Labor Council/' to get legislation pasaed, 
changing the law covering the formation of 
coroners' juries. The change wc want made 
ia that juries will be so formed so that 
representation will be had on them, when 
investigating causes of fatal accidents, by 
the crafts to which the member belonged. 

We are also making an effort to get 
amendments to tho “safety first" rules of 
the compensation board to get regulations 
passed governing the safety of linemen and 
other craftsmen in relation to changing over 
from overhead to underground. 

How successful we shall be remains to be 
seen in the immediate future.

Working conditions during the past 
months have been going along without any 
radical changes. Systematized co-operation 
has been put into effect and the member^ 
ahip in general are enthusiastic with this 
program; however, we have not lost sight 
of the big issue, namely an upward revision 
of wages. 

Our System Federation, aa well as other 
organizations, on the Chicago &. North- 
western Railway have filed their requests 
for an increase in wages. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the 
members of the Federated Crafts that we 
are justly entitled to higher wages and this 
is not disputed by the railroad. 

We feel that with co-operation now in 
effect at 29 points on tho Chicago h North- 
western Railway, wc will be able to con- 
vince management in due time that we 
have been instrumental in saving much 
money. However, we must not overlook 
the fact that we h ave also materia My gained 
in having better working conditions such 
as heating, toilet facilities, locker rooms, 
tools and machinery facilities, also sta- 
bilization of employment. The latter in 
dollars and cents means considerable to the 
employees who hare been accuatomed to 
periodical layoffs from five to six weeks

and at times longer. It is, therefore, very 
essential that we co-operate to our fullest 
extent in order to accomplish that which 
we seek. 

Bear in mind that co-operation was not 
Introduced by railroad management but by 
your respective booa-fida labor organtza- 
tions affiliated with the Railway Employees' 
Departmont of the Airterican Federation of 
Labor. Surely this scheme was thoroughly 
analyzed and given careful consideration by 
your Internationa! presidenta of such or- 
ganizations before permitting the organiza- 
tions that they represent to enter Into 
such a program. 

Furthermore, under this plan not one 
rule in our agreement will be affected or 
any class of work coming under the juris- 
diction of a craft be given to another craft. 

The plan has already eliminated many 
grievances due to the spirit of friendliness 
that exists between foreman and employees 
under this co-operation scheme. All griev- 
ances are handled strictly in accordanee 
with our working agreement by the regular 
authorized grievance committee, outside of 
the regular co-operative meetings. 

Suggestions which cannot be handled 
locally although concurred in by the local 
co-operative committee sro referred to the 
central co-operative committee, comprising 
the six general chairmen of the Federated 
Crafts and a like numher of officlais repre- 
senting the railroad. 

From April 1 to October 31, 1925, 1,163 
suggestions were received and 301 were 
adopted, 266 still under consideration, 21 
dropped on account of expense not justi- 
fied, 64 dropped on account of not being 
practical and 21 dropped for other reasons, 

I am enclosing a copy of minutes of 
meeting of systematized co-operative com- 
mittee at Casper, Wyo.. which is one of 
our small roundhouse points, which I be- 
lieve will clearly define the exact procedure 
and routirie of the co-operative committees. 

We sincerely believe that this program 
if entered into wholeheartedly and confi- 
dence one with another the matter of in- 
creased wages will inevitably receive the 
favorable consideration of Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway management.

Well, there 
are so many of them, Brothers, that I can- 
not give you -all the news in this article 
as I would not have anything left to men- 
tion in the next. 

When you look back, say 25 years, and 
especially at the locals in Seattle, where 
the writer spent some of his earlier days, 
who would have thought that our Inter- 
national Convention could be held there 
like it was in 1925.

Editor: 

The organization campaign which fa apon- 
aored by the Trades and Labor Council and 
the Toronto Building Tradca Council ia 
ftnally in full swing* 

I believe there are eome twenty inter- 
national representatives in Toronto for this 
campaign in January* February and March, 
1026 . 

We started olf about September by hold- 
ing a Joint meeting of all the local union 
executives of all the trades* 

The executive committees of the Building 
Trades Council and the Trades and Labor 
Council* which are nearly the same per- 
sons, were appointed to dissect the city 
directory, and apportion it into lots of ten 
pages, also to secure about a truck load of 
index cards* Then another general meet- 
ing of all executives was called and It was 
gently explained that each of us were to 
take as many of these ten page lists as 
we wanted and as many index cards as 
we wanted, home and copy from the lists 
all the tradesmen which were listed* Of 
course this is a Job for friend wife and 
the visitor you ask In for the evening, A 
list of all the trades required to be listed 
on the Index cards should have been given 
to each person* I know some of the abbre- 
viations in the directory classification are 
rather confusing and a few names could be 
easily overlooked. 

Brother J, Bruce, of the Plumbers and 
Steam fitters* was elected director of the 
campaign, with Brother J. Simpson, of the 
Printers; William Varley, secretary of the 
Building Trades Council; Brother John 
Munro, of the Machinist Central Council, 
and Brother Genoves, of the Bricklayers* 
Union, as the international organization 
campaign executive committee. This com- 
mittee then directed the efforts of all the 
organizers in sorting some 00,000 cards 
f which had been returned about the middle 
of January)* These cards were sorted into 
groups for each trade. Funds are being 
raised, literature is being mailed to various 
groups and open meetings held. It sure is 
a nice Job to address a few thousand 
envoi opes- 

The moving picture, "Labor's Reward,** 
was shown free on Friday, February 19, and 
Saturday, February 20. I saw this picture 
on Friday. Brother Nichols, representing 
the A, F. of L., gave a very interesting 
talk and he sure was good, as was also 
Brother J. Brice, our director, who is a 
very good speaker. The picture that was 
shown and also the various union labels 
as shown could certainly not he improved up- 
on and made more modern and attractive. 

The wiremen's license by-law has appar- 
ently gone into effect again this year and 
the charges are |2 to the examining beard 
for renewal and one dollar to the city 
treasurer* 

The new stadium being built for the 
Toronto Ball Club at the foot of Bathurst 
Street, is at present* February 22* unfair 
and we certainly woiild like to see It stay 
unfair as it sure would be a long time be- 
fore it was ready to play hall in. 

The time will soon come when the secre- 
tary of the Building Trades Council will 
be able to say if any Job la started unfair 
it wilt have to be completed by non-union 
men. We all know that is the only method 
of taking care of the job- Co-operation with 
all union men and non-co-operation with 
the individual who does not co-operate by 
joining and remaining a member of bis 
union* 

Our $10,000,000 steam, electric coking and 
gas plant is still in tbe air. We will need 


it very soon as there Is a $70,000,000 build- 
ing program for Toronto this year. 

The peak electric load for Toronto, with 
its population of 000,000, is around 200,000 
horsepower, and the connected load last year 
increased by 50,000 horsopower. This aux- 
iliary steam plant for peak loads should 
be built by the Provincial Hydro, as it 
could then bo used to take care of peak 
loads in towns nearby as well as the city's 
peak load. The by-products of this plant 
are cake, gas and surplus steam to be 
used as a central heating plant for down- 
town office buildings. 

I suppose they would only have surplus 
steam when they were operating the electric 
generators to take care of the peak electric 
load. Of course the buildings using this 
central heating plant would not need any 
steam beat only for the few bours the 
electric plant would be in operation each 
day. It would then perhaps be necessary 
for those bundings to have installed elec- 
tric heaters for use when there was no 
steam. Then the use of these electric 
heaters would probably bring the connected 
electric load up to the '"peak load" and the 
station operators would start up their plant 
to take care of the peak load and the build- 
ings finding the steam heat back on in 
the radiators would then shut off their 
electric heaters. 

Sounds like some of the dear Brothers 
when they get the floor Of the local and 
talk in circles and everybody votes yes to 
make it final. 

The progress in additional water-power 
inatallationg for Canada as issued is shown 
by a statement from the Minister of the 
Interior* (This has no reference to interior 
decorators.) This Btatemont shows that an 
additional 719,009 horsepower has been 
added to the generating capacity of the 
Canadian Hydro Electric Power stations. T 
wonder how many new electrical workers 
are required to take care of 719.000 horse- 
power. The capacity of Canadian power 
stations now aggregates 4,39O,Ci00 horse- 
power. 

This new development it is estimated rep- 
resents a direct investment of at least $70,- 
990,000 without regard to other capital re- 
quired for power and light installations ami 
devices to use this energy. 


Projects approaching eompletion will 
make an additional 250,000 horsepower early 
this year, 1920. There are other plants in 
prospect and I believ© under way. The 
largest is that of the Aluminum Corpora- 
tion of America at Caron Chute on the 
Saguenay River in Quebec, where an ulti- 
mate development of 800*000 horsepower is 
proposed. 

In Ontario the total 1925 installation a 
were about 200,000 horsepower. 

Brother J. Scally was in bad shape with 
pneumonia last month and received sick 
benefit. He is now back at work again. 

Brother H. Wilson has been down for 
three months with nephritis, influenza and 
pneumonia. He was Just married a few 
months ago. 

Past President C* Shaw is back in town. 
He has been sick for about a week but is 
getting around again. 

Was very pleased to hear that our 
Journal has promised early delivery. Wo 
should have the Journal a month ahead. 

We want all the members of Local Union 
No. 353 to attend every meeting during this 
organization campaign* especially the open 
meetings. This Is all we ask you to do as 
we must have the full support of alt our 
members, more so now than any other time.

Just a word from the home of Local 
Union No. 377. Brothers* we arc a hick 
village ten miles north of Boston, and nat- 
urally it would be expected of us to look 
to the big cities for idoBS on how to run 
a union or unions. Our population is one 
hundred thousand people. Building trades 
are enjoying conditions equal to any in 
New England, and have purchased a new 
building in the center of the city for 
$32,000* The way this came about was 
that a small group of men In the building 
trades formed a corporation and invited all 
the trades to participate, offering every 
man a share of stock, par value $10* for 
each day's work performed* You know at 
this time of the year there are plenty of 
men available in alt trades* and to date 
wo have had enough men at all times to 
carry the work along. Last Saturday after-

rules and worked for single time. To date 
this little local of 80 men has taken $1,400 
worth of stock, the only other local taking 
more being the carpentcra with a member- 
ship nine times larger than ours. They, 
however, were the sponsors of the Bcheme, 

The bottom door of the building la taken 
up by three stores that bring in a rent of 
$250 a months the second floor was occu- 
pied as a factory and this is the floor we 
are remodeling for our offices and meeting 
hall. Of course, wo had our disappoint- 
ments. Many said the stock proposition 
sounds all right, but you won*t get the 
men to fall for it. Well, Brothers, they 
did fall for it, and fell heavy. The spirit 
that makes men go through all manner of 
hardships to carry a union card prevailed. 
Very often the iininns are judged by the 
loud and noisy, and not by those who are in 
the organizations because of their ideals. 

When this building is completed all the 
building trades will he housed under one 
roof, where there is bound to be harmony 
bocause it is our own home. We have a 
common cause; that is to keep it np and 
improve it. We have had wonderful co- 
operatioti in our new venture. The arrhi* 
tect that drew up the plans for us refused 
to accept any money for his work: this 
was Mr. Charles Betion. The contractors 
throughout the city ratne to our aid alniust 
without solicitation and let us have stock 
at cost and gave ua all the time we wanted 
to pay for it. Among those who gave us 
grefit aid were Curtis ^ Cordon for elec- 
trical material; ?am Hutchinson for lum- 
ber ; Lynn Builders Supply for mason ma- 
terial. and John F. Morgan & Sons for the 
]i1umhitig and heating 

Although you are fighting the contractors 
continunily they know they wouldn’t He 
without yon and at a time like this are 
onlv too glad to help you out. And so f 
say to Rome of you big locals that are pay- 
ing storage on money, step on it and have 
n useful place to put the money you 
going to waste in the years to come. Pro- 
tect your future and have something moro 
then a lot of broken chairs for assets. 
Show the community you have some btial* 
ness ability, and that you are a' permanent 
organisation there to stny. Some of you 
hig towns have got buildings, perhaps, and 
this burst of enthusiasm will sound like 
penny ante to you, but there are other big 
locals that have n large dicigruntlcd mcm 
hership. disgruntled because they would 
like to see some result from the dues they 
have been paying for so many years. 

Ro miTch for the new hurl ding, Brnthera, 
and now a word about our own local. 

Our new agreement runs out May 1, and, 
of course, the contractors have read 
Henry Ford's article given to the press. He 
says the best cure for industrial depression 
is to raise wagres. All the metal trades 
in this city are working under new agree- 
ments now, fixing the rate of wages at 
$1.25 an. hour: the bricklayers SL50 per 
hour, but I have no doubt we will go along 
with the rest of the nietal trades. 

You know. Brothera, it’s dang hard try- 
ing to play this darn tvpuwriter with Lhc 
radio pounding out ^‘Hard Times Come 
Again No More." Can you imagine how 
that must sound to the poor coal miners? 
In the papers yocterduy it told of a minor 
going to another town te look for work 
and his wife giving the last bit of food in 
rho house to the kids, and she starved to 
death. Wdl, Brothers, with all our ex- 
pense, we saw our way clear to put on an 
assessment each month until the strike Is 
settled. 

Ferhaps I might seom a little conceited 
in boasting so much about this local, Tt 


and Operators 

would bo better, 1 think, if all the locals 
would boast of their achievements, so that 
any backward locals might follow their ex- 
ample. No doubt there are many lecala 
far ahead of us. How are we going to 
know about it if they keep it to themselves?

Editor; 

Since I rarely receive the current issue 
of the JOUKNAL before it is ncceasary to 
get my next letter in the mail I shall be 
somewhat tardy in expressing the approval 
of Local Union No. 637 of the appearance 
of the new JouiiNAt* 

It is not necessary to elaborate? In de- 
sign alone it indicates popularity. Edi- 
torials can be no better than we have be- 
come accustomed and we find sections de- 
voted to every taste — and a correspondence 
section that will stand the insertion of sev- 
eral more pages. That feature is up to us. 

We have been swamped with retiuests 
for aid from alt parts of the country. We 
ha%"e donated to several causes until, as a 
small local, we begin to feel the strain. 
In addition. Brother Ernest Cooper, of Local 
567, has met with misfortune and is de- 
serving of all the assistance we can give 
him. 

Pursuing the policy adopted at the be- 
ginning of winter to promote educational 
work in political and electrical fields. Local 
Union No. 637 feels fortunate In having 
secured Frank R. Fowles, chief engineer of 
the power division of the Cumberland 
County Light and Power Company, who de- 
livered an intereating talk on hydro electric 
power. 

Since the Light and Power Company is 
a corporation with several million dollars 
invested in steam and hydro-electric power, 
supplying light, traction and power facili- 
ties and in consideration of Mr. Fowles' 
ofiUcfal position and his recognised ability 
wo appreciato his authority and respect 
his opinion* which he presented to us not 
as a county representative but an assem- 
bly of facts gleaned from experience and 
theory. 

Clearly defining the history of hydro-elec- 
tric power, maintenance, cost, transmission, 
i^afo and ^-anous other phases connected 


therewith, Mr. Fowles offered in direct con- 
trast a survey of tteara power as employed 
in the operation of the company's $2,600,- 
000 units. This proved unusually interest- 
ing and somewhat astonishing to many of 
us and at the conclusion of his talk, Mr. 
Fowles, after answering various questions 
was accorded a rising vote of appreciation. 

For the benefit of any Brothera who may 
be planning to come this way with the ex- 
pectation of finding ready work, please ac- 
cept this explanation as authentic: that 
this big tide-water-power development is 
as yet somewhat mythical, heitig still in 
the project stage and rather remote. Leg- 
islation wilt have to be enacted, aince long- 
established policy of the government will 
not permit the sale of hydro-electric power 
outside the State. Thia provision was made 
at that time with the Idea that industries 
would be attractod to Maine, influeneed by 
unlimited power and lower rates. 

Since the state has not profited to any 
extent and the expected Industries having 
been forestalled by exceaaive freight rates 
to this remote section that more than off- 
set the power saving, it appears that with 
proper preasure applied, this old policy 
would be revoked by far-seeing people of 
today and that future legislation will per- 
mit the sale and transmission of power to 
any avaiiahle market. 

The Quoddy Bay development when com- 
pleted will manufacture more power than 
Maine can use and until such a market is 
assured and the reports of New York en- 
gineers perfected there will be no need for 
any Brother to pack his kit and explore 
the ftnow-eovered Maine territory hunting 
for Quoddy Bay.

L. U. NO. 595, OAKLAND. CALIF* 
Ediiorr 

"Oakland, the Industrial Capital of the 
West/" This is the new slogan for our 
city just recentiy adopted. In fact, Oak- 
land has never had a slogan and now we 
have one. Truly, this is just what Oakland 

industrially, as wo can boast of as many 
factories as any other city In the West. So 
far the conditions arc not so bad and we 
have some of our members working in these 
industrial plants. 

Sears. Roebuck & Company, the ''World's 
Largest Store," is to build here and Oak- 
land will be their main West coast store. 
Montgomery Ward & Company established 
their western headquarters here two year^ 
ngo. They will enlarge their place again 
this year, which will he the second time. 
Through the efforts of Brother Tyrrell all 
electrical work has been run union on the 
Montgomery Ward job and it is hoped that 
the Sears. Roebuck people will show the 
same kind of eo-operntion with electrical 
workers. 

The Johns-MaTiville Company are now 
building a large West coast plant at Pitts- 
burg, Calif., near OaklamL This is to be 
their western manufacturing plant. The 
men on the construction work are mostly 
all non-union and work ten hours per day. 
These non-union men struck the joh and 
the company callc^l the sherilf of Contra 
Costa County and these men were run 
out of the town, it ia said. Mr. Gray, or- 
ganizer for the carpentera, states that this 
company run their eastern plants union. 
Just recently Mr. Johns Manville died in 
New York and it Is *aid that the present 
management are trying to establish a non- 
union policy. Let's hope that this will not 
prevail. 

On December M ! paid Local No. 6, of 
San Francisro. a vi.sil and met some o^f the old 


timers. Local No. 6 had ihotr annual elec'- 
tion on that date and the polls were kept open 
all day and part of the evening, when the 
polls Tvere closed and ballots counted. The 
total voting wore 445, which is over half 
of the present membership. The fight as 
usual centered around the business agent. 
Harry Brigetta was re-elected by a two to 
one vote over James McKnight. Several 
hundred copies of the new State "Electrical 
Safety Orders" issued by the Industrial 
Accident Commission, of California, were 
distributed by Brother Al Cohn. These 
orders went into effect September, 1926, 
and I wish to thank the local for the copy 
presented to the press secretary. 

Later I visited Local Union No, 6 in 
February and in talking with Brother 
Brigetts he said, "While this has been one 
of the quietest periods in three years, Local 
L^nion No. 6 Is in good shape. Five years 
ago, when we were locked out and the 
American plan was instituted in the Bay 
district, our membership dwindled to 260; 
now we have 800 members and the journey- 
men got a raise of GO cents per day, as of 
.January 1 last, the scale being $8.50 per 
day." 

The Carpenters' Brotliorhood have an or- 
ganizing campaign on in the Bay district 
and announce that they expect to work only 
with union members in their craft after 
April 1. This has aroused the American 
planners and they state that this wonderful 
plan, which "has brought contentment and 
prosperity for five long years in the build- 
ing industry, will prevail in the future.” 
Local Union No. 666 adopted the union 
shop policy for our men on the job and 
have worked that way ever since the Ameri- 
can plan was startod and the carpenters 
are asking nothing more for their organ- 
ization. If the carpenters really mean whal 
they state and can show us, we are with 
them. 

Prices of everything seem to be revised 
upward. Just recently the street car fare 
Trvas raised to 7 cents and the ferry to 
San Francisco was raised to twenty-one 
cents one way. 

On March I the scale for in aide Journey- 
men will be $8.50 per day in the Oakland 
district, which covers Alameda and Con- 
tra Costa Counties. This is a 60-cont in- 
crease and the first for a good many years. 
It was largely brought about through the 
efforts of W. 11. Tyrrell, business represen. 
tative for the Electrical Workers and Aln- 
moda County Building Trades Council. Con- 
ditions for work took a slump here Febru- 
ary first and we have quite a hunch of men 
out of work, due to lota of rain. Last fall 
the city voted to spend $6,060^060 for dredg- 
ing the inner harbor and building new 
docks. This will be done ovor a period of 
years and it is said only about $100,000 will 
be used for electrical installations. We 
ha%m Bome men working on permits and 
there are enough here to handle all the 
work, no matter what you may read about 
"Oakland Needs Mechanics," in some big 
advert! Bementa. 

"It won't be tong now/' I learn from a 
reliable source that the new labor bank 
has rented a building in San Francisco. So, 
I say, "hold everything/'' save your money. 

Local Union No. 596 adopted a new per- 
mit system January, 192(1, similar to thr- 
one used hy Local Union No. 154, of Chi- 
cago, and T^eal Union No. 3, of New York. 
This permit i® for new members and travel- 
ing Brothers and provides that the member 
holding same shall report to the financial 
secretary on Saturdays hot ween the hours 
of 2 and 4 o’clock p, m.* and have same 
renewed. The card covers a period of eight 
weeks and informs the holder that he is to 
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study the «ity insii&etlon rule's and the 
locars by-laws and 'Working rules. It is 
said this system will keep a better eheek 
on the new meirihers and prove an aid to 
their progress on the jobs. 

It is worthy of note to mention how our 
president eondueta the meetings; He is 
none other thin our Charles Patterson* 
‘^Pat/■ as we call him for short. This boy 
iB there with the gavel nnd that don't mean 
**raayfae/^ The meeting goes off on time 
in regular order and In n business-like 
manner. Every member ran have his little 
say but be must he in order and to the 
point. Many compliments have hern said 
about the impressive way **Pat'" delivers 
the initiation ceremonies. It is done in 
true HtuaHstic style and he tries to convey 
to the new candidate that our obligation 
is all that It means and says ami must be 
lived up to. And lirother raUerson does 
not read from the book — it Is oral. 

Mow fellow secretaries and Brother mem- 
hors, I am going to close in offering for 
your approval a piece of composition com- 
posed by Brother Hubert Cooper, w*ho re- 
cently came into our midst.

212 
I would like to aay that the *’large bulky 
fellow, w’ho introduced htmaelf as Jack Ad- 
ams” is a member of No. 601, and as our 
B. A. for the past several years has striven 
Just as hard to make good union men as 
1 know he did when he explained the ad< 
vitntages of the union to you In the days 
gone by. 

I wonder if the meinbc-rship has ever 
given radio a little aerioua thought, and 
do you realize that the '‘plaything of the 
nation” should be iuBtsllcd and serviced 
by the Electrical Workers? Mtlliotis of dol- 
lars are being spent each yeor for radio 
and radio repairs.

"Mame! Your name!" a voice shouted,

Sooner than yield an Inch of the 
unconscionable privilegcfl by which too long 
already they have fiouriihod, to the misery 
of a whole nation, they will make a mock 
of royal authority, hold up the King him- 
self to contempt They are determined to 
prove that there ii n/' real sovereignty in 
France but the sovereignty of their own 
parasitic fain6antise." 

There was a faint splutter of applause, 
but the majority of the audience remained 
silent, waiting. 

“This la no new thing* Always has it 
been the same* No minister In the last 
ten years, who, seeing the needs and perils 
of the State, counselled the measures that 
we now demand as the only means of ar- 
resting our motherland In its ever-quieken- 
ing progress to the abyis, but found him- 
self as a consequence cast out of office by 
the influence which Privilege brought to 
bear against him. Tivice already has M* 
Meeker been called to tha ministry, to be 
twice dismissed when hti insistent counsels 
of reform threatened the privileges of 
clergy and nobility. For the third time 
now has he been called to office, and at 
last it seems we are to have States General 


In spite of Privilege. But what the priv- 
ileged orders can no longer prevent, they 
are determined to stultify. Since it is now 
a settled thing that these States General 
are to meet, at least the nobles and the 
clergj- will see to It — ^unless wc take meas- 
ures to prevent them — by packing the Third 
Estate with their own creatures, and deny- 
ing it all efTeclive representation, that they 
convert the States General into an inatru- 
ment of their own will for the perpetuation 
of the abuses by which they live. To 
achieve this end they will stop at nothing. 
They have flouted the authority of the 
King, and they are silencing by assassina^ 
tton those who raise their voices to con* 
demn them. Yesterday in Rennes two 
young men who addressed the people as 1 
am addressing you were done to death in 
the sireeta by assassins at the instigation 
of the nobility. Their blood cries out for 
vengeance." 

Beginning in a sullen mutter, the indig- 
nalion that moved bis hearers swelled up 
to express Itself in a roar of anger. 

"Citisens of Nantes, the motherland is 
in peril. Let us march to her defence. 
Irft us proclaim it to the world that we 
rocognirc that the measures to liberate the 
Third Estate from the slavery in virhicli 
for centuries it has groaned find only ob- 
stacles in those orders whose phrenetic 
egotism sees in the tears and suffering of 
the unfartunate an odious tribute which 
they would pass on to their generations still 
unborn* Realising from the barbarity of 
the means employed by our enemies to 
perpetuate our oppression that we have 
ever>*thing to fear from the aristocracy 
they would set up os a constitutional prin- 
ciple for the governing of France, let us 
declare ourselves at once enfranchised 
from it, 

"The establishment of liberty and equal- 
ity should be the aim of every citlxen mem* 
her of the Third Estate; and to this end we 
should stand indivisibly united, especially 
the young and vigorous, especially those 
who have had the good fortune to be born 
late enough to be able to gather for them* 
EC Ives tiro precious fruits of the philosophy 
of this eighteenth century," 

Acclamations broke out unstintedly now. 
He had caught them in the snare of hU 
oratory. And he pressed his advantage 
instantly. 

"Let US all swear," he cried in a great 
voice, "to raise up in the name of humanity 
and of liberty a rampart against our 
enemies, to oppose to their bloodthirsty 
covetousness the calm perseverance of men 
whose cause is just. And let ui proteil 
here and in advance against any tyrannical 
decrees that should declare us seditious 
when we have none but pure and just inten- 
tions* Let us make oath upon the honour 
of our motherland that should any of us 
be seized by an unjust tribunal, Intending 
against us one of those acts termed of 
political expediency — ^wbich are. In effect, 
but acts of despotism — let Us swear, I any, 
to give a full expression to the strength 
that Is In us and do that in selfdefence 
which nature, courage, and despair dictate 
to us." 

Loud and long rolled the applause that 
greeted his conciusion, and he observed 
with satisfaction and even some inward 
grim amusement that the wealthy mer- 
chants who had been congregated upon the 
steps, and who now came crowding about 
him to shake him by the hand and to ac- 
claim him, were not merelj' participants in, 
hut the actual leaders of, this delirium of 
enthusiasm. 

It confirmed him, had he needed confirma- 
tion, in his conviction that just as the phll- 
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osopliies upon which this now movcntcrvl 
was based had their soxiree in thinkers ex- 
tracted from the bourgeoisie, so the need 
to adopt those philosophies to the practical 
purposes of life was most acutely felt at 
prosont by those bourgeois who found them- 
selves debarred by Privilege from the ex- 
pansion their wealth permitted them. If 
it might be said of And re- Louis that he had 
that day lighted the torch of the Revolu- 
tion in Nantes* it might with *even greater 
truth be said that the torch itself was 
supplied by the opulent bourgeoisie. 

I need not dwell at any length upon the 
sequel. It is a matter of history how that 
oath which Omnes Omnibus administered 
to the dtixens of Nantes formed the back- 
bone of the formal protest which they drew 
up and signed in their thousands. Nor were 
the results of that powerful protest — which, 
after all, might already be said to harmo- 
niKO with the expryfised will of the 
sovereign himself — long delayed. Who shall 
say how far it may have strengthened the 
hand of Necker, when on the 27tli of that 
same month of November he compelled the 
Council to adopt the most sign! bean t and 
comprehensive of all those measures to 
which clergy and nobility had refused their 
consent? On that date was published the 
royal decree ordaining that the deputies to 
be elected to the States General should 
number at least one thousand, and that the 
deputies of the Third Estate should be ful- 
ly representative by numbering as many 
as the deputies of clergy and nobility to- 
gether-

by the rclalive polarity of the two magnets* 
Ail of this indicates that the magnet ex- 
tends an Infloence through space and that 
the space Nurrounding a magnet is a seat 
of energy and Under suitable conditions will 
give rise to n force. The character of this 
apace Is made visible by sprinkling Iron 
filings on s paper placod hoHiontally over 
a bar magnet, as shown In Figs* 2 and 3, 

I’nlquo Properties Descrllicd 

The iron filings are arranged In certain 
configurations depending upon tho polarity. 
For lack of a more cognate oxpresslan, 
these configurations are called Unua, and 
the space around a magnet Is sold to be 
surrounded by niugnotic lines. Tho prop- 
urlies of these lines are rmporiont. It will 
be observed in Fig. 3 that the Unos from 
one magnet do not extend to the other mag- 
net, but are pushed aside. In Fig, 3, white 
the ban look exactly like those in Fig* 2, 
the lines extend across the gap and are at- 
tached to the other bar. The magnets in 
Fig. 2 rcpi'l each other and those in Fig* 3 
attract. 

If* instend of using bar magnets we use a 
helical coll of insulated wire and pass an 
electric current through it, similar pheno- 
mena will bo discluscd. That is, a helical 
coil of wire carrying an electric current is 
a magnet. Fig* 4. The space within and 
around the helical coil, commonly called 
solenoid, is a magnetic field and will react 
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with iTiother mftjfTvtlk firld no mitter 
whether the other magnet ie field U nsso- 
eiatfd with a Jodestone, steel mogneU 
Roother soienoid. Here then i» »n agency 
for exerting a force through sp&re without 
any material eonneetton between the two 
hodioi. Before the dincoverj’ of the interac- 
tion of electric charges, and of magnetic 
bodies^ the only means of having one body 
exert a force on another body^ was to con- 
nect the two borlles by some material agent* 
either a rod, belt, steam or aome other 
agent. iClectric machines are unique in this 
respect. They all operate by having one 
element exert n force on another element 
without a material body acting as the 
transfer agenL 

Another fundamental and indispensable 
element in the operntton of electrical mach- 
inery may be Illustrated by Pig^ Two 
Opposite poles of a magnet* N and R, are 
brought near each other and between 
these poles is placed a conductor whose 
cross section is the hlach circle, Tf the 
two end* of thU conductor are connected 
to a dry cell or to any other sourr** of a 
stream of electrons, this stream of electron* 
flowing in the wire will be surrounded by 
a magnetic field which will reart with the 
magnetic field of the magnet N— S. and a 
force will be exerted tending to move the 
conductor out of the field. Ihls i# the 
principle of the electric motor no matter 
what form it takes. 

Again, if the two ends of the conductor 
are joined and an attempt is made to move 
the conductor out of the field* a stream of 
electrons wiil Iw* set In motion in the wire. 
This stream of electrons will agniti set up 
a magnetic field which will react with the 
field magnet N— S exerting a force oppos- 
ing I he motion. This b the principle of the 
electric generator no matter what form It 
takes, it is the principle by means of 
which the energy of Niagara River or of 
the Tennessee River at Muscle Shoals is 
converted into the energy of streams of 
electrons. 

These electrons are thus the active 
agent* In the electrical conversion of 
energy. But more of this next time.

manufactured them go down to destruction 
with the rei‘1 of mankind. ^ 

Althoogh the form he uses I* a meto- 
dranift* full of tensity and horror* the the- 
ory Kapek i* supporting !■ exactly that 
of Pound — that machine production makes 
for the evolution of lower types in the scato 
of mankind. 

But where Kapek foresee* the crashing 
downfall of mankind* Pound is more hope- 
ful. The utmost effort put forth again *i 
the degenerating influence of automatic 
machinery la Hkely to come, he believes* 
from the workers In the shops — those moat 
injured by the multiplication of defectives. 

In practice, to make a moron*s life more 
secure may be to make some more capable 
person** llVe le** secure. If they chance to 
be competitors for the same job. for hosiea 
are likely to prefer docile dumbness to the 
alert* independent worker, 

*it is quite within the hounds of possi- 
bility," Mr Pound states. ^That workers 
above moron grade will resent the intro- 
duction of defective* so keenly that bosse* 
dare not make room in the mills for low 
raentalUiea as fast ft* they are proiluccd. 
Tniistenco of craft- union* upon skill 're- 
quirement*, even after machine develop- 
ments have vitiated those standard* eco- 
nomSeally, draw* a meaiure of social jus- 
tification from this source — the standard so 
set protect* the trade against mental n* 
well a* "phyilcal dilution,” 

Pound believe* that a taboo against men- 
inl defective!i will be effective in propor- 
tion as the workers gain cohesion and in- 
fluence in their group organiiation*— and 
horft# he say*, lies the most effective re- 
siatanee industry can offer to the iftdal 
degeneration likely to follow upon the in- 
creftsing industrial use of mental defectives. 

Another Kolution to the problem he ad- 
vance* Is the teaching of birth control to 
those of low Intelligence. '"There I* no 
reason*" he says, "for believing that the 
mentally defective woman wants more 
children than her abler sister; in fact her 
altitude toward her Infant* Indicate* the 
contrary. If !«he knew how to avoid child- 
hearing* the chance* arc that she would 
avoid that ordeal *pdulou*ly." This* he be- 
lieves* would help to maintain the biologic 
balBTicp, 

A particularly effective answer to the 
effect of factory strain on the minds of 
worker* would he the locntion of faclorie* 
In the midst of agricultural country’. Pound 
argues. The winter months, carrying the 
peak of the production in many commodi- 
lles* would be devoted to factory work; 
when spring came the workers might turn 
to tilling the fieldB, a physical stimulant 
a* well a* an ease to their mental wearl- 
nca*. 

Education for Use of Leisure 

And right now, he says, we must prepare 
ourselves for a fthorter working day— and 
the way wc must prepare Is by educating 
ourselves to make the bc«t use of the leis- 
ure time that every worker will share. Be- 
cause* he declares’ 

♦‘The attendant of automatic toola doe* 
not live while he is on the job — he exists, 
against the time when he can begin to live* 
which T* when he leaves the shop. Hi* task 
docs not call for a fraction of his full 
powers ‘ * * nor moiiopoIiXE hia inter- 

est, It is Impossible for him to grow men- 
tally through his work. So he comes to 
his post as a slave to the galley, and leaves 
it with the gladness of a convict escaping 
prison. Psychologist* say that a large pan 


of industrial unrest It due to the inhibi- 
tion which automatic tool* place upon the 
expression of personality through labor," 
Therefore* he believes, w<? mu*l have cul- 
turnl eilucntion, "HUtory* Ulernture, sci- 
ence* art, music — all these give to life 
meaning* and to leisure* in,*plratlon; a rea- 
sonable concern in all that man ha* donet 
is doing, or it about to do upon thia 
planet— with such equipment any fool could 
use leliure aright. To sow that seed is 
the first duty of educaiors, now as always, 
now more than ever,” ,Many find Joy or 
relaxation in a hobby — just a* the man 
who bated his factory job threw bi» pri- 
mary interest into his fifteen red snail*. 
And the school of the future must help to 
provide each worker with a primary in- 
terest outside hli job — -interest* which* 
Pound says* “‘rising out of, and sustained 
by his background* shall flourish like the 
green bay tree all the days of hi* life. 
Presently we shaU hear more of a vocational 
training* which shall give every youth 
desllTird for the mill or office a hobby for 
tho center of his garden of leisure,”

Should playing a tuba horn in the company's band compensate a 
worker for low wages and an insecure job? ‘'No,” any sensible person 
replies, but that is what welfare schemes reduce themselves to. 

Take the city of K An ordinary American city — 50,000 

inhabitants, dominated by one huge corporation. Mr. G , chair- 

man of the board of directors, is a plump, bespectacled man with a weak 
stomach and high blood pressure. He talks about American liberties and 
the right of the workman to work when and for whom he will. This is 
the high-sounding camouflaged attack on independent labor unions. 

Mr, G runs his factory as a good warden runs a prison. It 

is surrounded by a high barbed-wire fence, and at every gate there is an 
armed guard. Spies infest the place. But outside the barbed-wire area, 
there's a baseball field, where professional athletes, wearing the company's 
uniforms play ball week-ends, and the company’s band give concerts. This 
is the company's idea of keeping the low-paid slaves content. 

All welfare schemes are like this in kind, whether they be in the town 

of K , or be those of the American Telephone and Telegraph 

Company, 

Welfare schemes are sops to public opinion — an insulting form of 
charity, and no substitute for independent labor unionism.
